It does not take very long for ono 
possessing considerable experience in 



tho ways of Coloiiiul lifo, a quick appre- 
ciation of chaructor, and an enquiring 
turn of mind, to t»ko in the real position 
of a colony like this ; and we are apt lo 
think thut the Governor in already seU 
tling down to earnest work, The Colo- 
nials will expect partial results. They 
have been fed too long opon tho dry 
husks of fair but empty promisos. Thoso 
who havo had fiber onough to hold their 
own in Bpito of misyov rnmont aro not 
of the stuff to be coutent with niere 
promi.-ia much longer. Henoo it in 
that the peoplo will look forward^to tho 
next session of the Legislutive Council 
witbo n exuding earnestness they never 
did before. The Governor will bo ex- 
pected to promise inneli ; und woo to him 
should bo (ail to fulfil 1 He will bo ex- 
pected to make legislation a reality, in- 
stead or a mere sham. Tho people ol 
British Columbia aro neither unreasona- 
ble nor unreasoning. They never have 
offered a factious opposition to tho ad- 
ministration: Indeed, if they err at all 
it is in being too uncomplaining, to:/ 
submissive. But a series ot years ol 
the L.ost selfish aud effete ad minis- 
ticn and gradual decline ot prosperity 
have taught them to believe that a more 
decided hand must grasp the helm ol 
affuirs if the breakers would bo cleared. 
It would bo mere affectation to deny 
that tLere exists a very general impres- 
sion , not only iu this community, hut 
throughout the entire Colony, that the 
right man has grasped tho Helm not a 
momeut too soon. His Exoollemy will 
readily understand, therefore, thut much 
will be expected of him. It is mucu lo 
have gained the confidence of tho people 
in he outset- It wculd be a fatal mis- 
take to allow thai cot'tideneo I" f") ma- 
terially shaken. Ttj*ra can . no 
doubt that Governor Ma grave has u 
difficult tack to perioral. 1 ho people 
aro connciou* of thi-, and they will ho 
prepared to extend lo His Excellency a 
generous support, so long as they 
leel convinced that ho is thoroughly 
m earnest, and means logoviru lu Hie 
iuteresis ot the people, intend ol ilia 
ot the official*, n-> lias been t o mujli 
tho lashion bi herto, Ono uf the v rj 
firBt step- which the Governor will be 
expected tn lake is to ca I io ibt K\e. 
cutivo Cruncil two ol the popular meiu- 
bers Ol the Legislative Councl'. In this 
he will only fulfil a prom so made 
several years oi>o by his predecessor. 
Last 8es«ion it was repealed in the 
opening spt-tcb.in the following form : 
«« 1 have ohti int-d Her Wajesl>'s gia- 
cioua permission it) place wi<hin Hie 
Exi cutivo Count il two gentlemen, mem- 
bers ot your Iluuse, n t ueceaVurily oou- 
neced in nny way wi'h the Government. 
Assisted bv this reconstituted Ccunci' 
of Advice, I shall proet'fd to consider 
whether souie reconstruction might not 
also be de.-i'ablo ih it o Legi.-lutive 
body " And il is on y proper to rjtaie 
thut it wan in cousequenoo ol this pro- 
mi-e being mado at the opming ot lb* 
session that the Legislutive Council 
besi'ated io pas* an address, asking (or 
certain changes in that body. Wo hupe 
soon to see a radio il change lu tho 
whole sys'em ; and we have no hesita- 
tion in saying that any patching or 
tinkering at the old system will uot 
meet the exegeneies of the cftso. It will 
be little better than puuing now cloth 
into an old jarimnt or new wine into 
old bo'tles. The introduction of a popu 
lar clement into tho Executive iB not, 
therefore, advocated with the view ol 
perpetuatiutr Hie rickety and unuiariag- 
aiilo system in whicb all have lo^t laiih; 
but raiher with the view ot rendering 
it more efficient in the performance < I 
tbe last sad tusk of diggiug a grave for 
itself, and preparing the way ol' its sue- 
cecsor. It wo were certain that the 
present syi-t-m would shuffle off its 
"mortal coil'' during the very next 
session— winch it is caraestly lioj.od 
it wiii— we should all tho inurJ advo- 
cate this siep. But iu addition to these 
reasons, it is uot unreasonable to pre- 
sume that there will be importan t work 
for lilt; Execiiti^' £ u*i , in measures of 
general legislation fund the Governor, 
new as bo is to tho country, will be all 
the betior for having amongst bis udvis- 
ors at least two gentlemen who have 
feolmgH in common wi< b the people, aud 
who will be prt-pured to speak m the 
name of tho colonists und reflect popular 
opinion in a chumbor hitherto cloned 
Bguinst it. Thus, too, would the great 
gulf which bus bo long separated the 
governed und tho governing clus-es, and 
which has proved so laUl lo public oj"- 
fidenco, be br'fgeil over.

The death of Lord Derby in an event 
which demands something moro than a 
cusorynotico at our hands. Edward 
GeollVoy Smith. Stanley was born ot 
Kuowsley Park , Lancashire, in 1799; so 
that he attained tho "three score years 
and ten." He entered Parliament when 
quite young, bavinsr been retarded for 
ritockbridgo in 1820. His first efforts 
in addressing tho House wero very suo- 
sefistul, and he soon displayed talents 
which gavo promise of a distinguished 
political career. Distinguished for the 
purity and Die of liis stylo, ho earned tho 
title of who " Rupert of dobato." Dur- 
ing earlier years ho inclined to tbe lib- 
eral bide, and it was not long beloro the 
chief Secretaryship of Ireland was 
placed at his disposal, Uuder Lord 
Grev'is administration ho became Colo- 
nial Minister in 1830; which appoint- 
ment ho h"ld for four years. Lord 
S anley took an uoiivo part iu tho disn 
cushion On the Kelorra Bill of that 
peiiod, defending its provisions with 
great warmth and talent; and ho buch 
eeeded in carrying through tho same 
session the bill establishing tbe national 
system Ot education in Ireland. The 
great measure for the emancipation ol 
the West in lia slaves fouud also in him 
a zealous and able supporter. About 
this period aroso tho crisis which sopu- 
rated him from iho Liberal party, wi h 
whom ho never again noted. A project 
to reduce still further tho Irish Church 
establishment met with his able and 
uncompromising opposition, and caused 
him to resign office. Once moro Colo- 
mat Minister under Sir Ilobort Peel, ho 
look his seat iu tho Houi-e of Lords in 
184-1. Late in the sume your, huwever, 
when Sn Kobort gave in complete ad- 
bertiou to tho principles of free trudo, 
Lord Stanley placed himself at tho bead 
of the protectionist opposition, and 
from that time until very recently ootio 
linued to bo tho recognized leader of 
the Conservative parly, In 1851, 
bis father dying, bo sueceoded to ttie 
earldom of Derby, aud in the following 
year was enabled to form an administra- 
tion to succeed Lord John Hussell',-; 
but lie had only a very brief tenure 
ot power. In the year 185S, on the 
tall of the PttlajeiBlon administra- 
tion-, b" again bad the loriunti n 
ot a Ministry assigned to him; and 
although somewhat more enduziug 
ih' n toe fur i.er, yet, in 1S59, it died 
iu an ititempt to carry a so called Ro- 
lorm Bill. Heio Lo>d Paimersion re- 
turned to power, holding tho Preinier- 
sh'p liii me day ot his douth, in 1865, 
when L 'id John Rust-ell stepped for-" 
ward to fill the broach thus create). 
But who could fill tho placo of Paltnir- 
slon 'I In J StjU Lord Derby again found 
himself at the head of tbo Government, 
a po-itiou, howoier, which ha was not 
destined lomr t (J hold, as considerations 

of declining health induced b>m to gi vo 
way to Mr. D sraeli in tbo lollowing 
vear. During the poriod i hot intervened 
Lord Derby's ii!e was not ono of pol ti- 
cal activity, as ho was lor tho m"bt part 
an in valid. He wus spared, however, 
lo take an activo purl against the aieus- 
'uro lor disestablishing tbo Irish Church. 
Amongst all the opponents of that measure 
ho was piobably the mo^t unCoiupro* 
rnibing and determined ; and bad 
his lollowing been larger at that 
erilir'al juncture tho consequences 
might have been serious to the nation. 
It i« a noticeable circumstance lhat the 
lust great political act of Lord Dcrb) 's 
lite should have boon directed in the 
same channel as that effort which, 
thirty.Rix years earlier, drove him imo 
ihe Conservative ranks- His sou, Lord 
Stanley, will inherit tho titles wad es- 
tate-, and bids fair to be no unworthy 
ropr-seutativo of ono of the oldest and 
beat families in England.

There ia pleat' of 
timber and coal, but plenty, of as good quality 
and easier access, can ho had one thousand 
miles south Of the Territory. There has been 
no change in trade on the part of our mer- 
chants. The low houses engaged before the 
purchase still continue, but the fur trade in 
the interior must coutinue to be carried on by 
the natives, As an agricu'tural region it has 
no value whatever. Grain cannot be raised, 
and the few vegotablee that c:in be produce:! 
rot if not used within a few weeks. Stocks 
raising cannot be carried on, and the HUper. 
abundance of rain, and the great lack uf sun, 
preclude the idea of any profitable cultivation 
of the soil. The report is icngtby and e ;baus< 
tive, but the above are the raai: points. As 
to tho reported irregularities of the troops 
there and tbe aller/ed neglect of General Jiff.

Pkepakations for Building the Northern 
PACirio Railroad.— The Seattle 'nWlligencer 
says it has been decided to begin the work of 
construction on the Pacific Bide at Wallula on 
tbe Columbia river, but this terminus will be 
only temporary, as the original design of car- 
rying the road to Portland and ultimately to 
Pujet Sound, will be adhered to. The east- 
ern terminus has not yet been located, but 
according to tho terras of tho charter it must 
be established on the shores of Lake Superior. 
Several points on the Lake have been consid- 
ered, but we havo no indication which one 
will bo finally selected. It is stated that 
work upon tho eastern and western divisions 
will bo commenced simultaneously. Arrange- 
ments bftve been made at S'ockholm for a 
force of T.000 Swedish laborers, who will be 
employed upon the eastern end of the route, 
While about so equal number of Chinese will 
be employed on tho western division.
